This book has been especially designed and prepared to 
teach spoken Persian and a practical working knowledge of the 
language, which will enable anyone almost immediately to use 
Meny useful sentences and phrases. Great care has been taken 
in choosing the most common, and useful phrases and sentences 
in the practical every-day language of common life. 

The course begins with short sentences made from a simple 
verb with words fifty percent of which are of internstional 
neture: -:And some are akin to English words. Words having 
strange end unfemiliar sounds to new students are as much as 
possible avoided at first. Gradually new but similar sentences 
are added and principles of erammai . introduced to the extent 
of helping to clerify the construétion of sentences. But the 
important feature of this course lies in the fact that through 
constant practice and repetition, the student will master what 
has been taught to him gradually. 

Throughout the whole course special use has been made 
of sequence training, "snowballing," and particularly what 
may be called "multiple combination pattern” sentences. This 
lest form will help the student to make sometimes hundreds 
of similar sentences out of one pattern, and so approach the 
goal of fluency and thinking in the rersian language. 

First, the method is based on dialogues, to which, as 


soon aS possible, some dramatic interest is given. Secondly, 


the use of plays, however short and matter-of-fact, should 
make the learning of Persian seem more like play than work. 
Whether it does or not will depend largely on the teacher-- 
on the pitch of his voice, the smile on his face, the zest 
in his bearing, or that "human’ touch that can transform 

a dreary alternation of question and enswer into a bright 
end cheery conversation exercise. Of course, the industry, 
enthusiasm, and eagerness on the part of the student is 


taken for granted.
